TO ORMISTON

LOS ANGELES, July 27.—With 
Captain Cline, Chief of Los 
Angeles detectives, at 
by-the-Sea today personally 
checking reported new and startl- 
ing evidence in the Aimee 
Semple McPherson case gathered 
by Deputy District Attorney Joe 
Ryan, Mrs. McPherson issued a 
public written appeal to Ken- 
neth G. Ormiston.

The 
woman, witnesses interviewed by 
Ryan stated, bore a striking 
resemblance to Mrs. McPherson. 

A request by Ryan that Mrs. 
McPherson permit her _ finger- 
prints to be taken for compari- 
son with those of the woman 
at the Carmel cottage was in- 
dignantly refused by Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson's attorneys. 

“We do not intend to permit 
Mrs. McPherson to be subjected- 
to such indignity.” said At- 
torney Arthur Veitch. “Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson was not at the Carmel 
cottage with any man. 

“As far as fingerprints are 
concerned, Mrs. McPherson’s 
fingerprints are on the altar of 
her church and on her Bible.” 

District Attorney. Asa Keyes 
indicated today that he would 
await Deputy Ryan’s personal 
report on the reputed new évid- 
ence before taking any actifon.

“You came to us a stranger. 
We endeavored to be fair and 
showed Christian consideration 
to yourself and your wife when 
you were in trouble.

The clues I have unearthed since 
Saturday are’ the first definite 
ones in the whole affair. 

“There no longer exists any 
doubt in my mind,” continued 
Ryan, “as to what became of 
Aimee McPherson after she dis- 
appeared on the beach at Ocean 
Park. I have hand writing ex- 
amples, grocery lists, clothing and 
personal identification by a dozen 
persons who saw both the man 
and woman. living at this cottage 
and they have established their 
identity beyond any doubt.
